When the legislative visiting committee made its reg- 


ular inspection of the Indiana school for feeble-minded 
youth in Port Wayne, officers of the institution submit- 
ted requests for appropriations for the ensuing two vears 
of something like $74,000, aside from the regular main- 
tenance account, which is based on an estimate of the 
school population. The latter account, computed at a 
specified figure per diem for each inmate of the institution, 
will, ,of course be provided for, though it was believed 
necessary to place emphasis upon the fact that advancing 
prices have made it impossible to operate the institution 
at the per diern cost which prevailed when commodities 
were cheaper. 


We are confident, the legislative committee in makin^ 


its recommendations, will not fail to take into account the 
fact that the institution in Fort Wayne has never made a 
practice of asking more largely thaiTit has expected to re- 
ceive. It has sought to present clearly the needs and the 
demands placed upon the institution, and its budget has 
made no allowance for possible cuts to enable some legis- 
lative economist to insist upon a reduction and at the same 
time to do no serious damage to the development of the 
school or hamper it in its work. With a great and con- 
stantly growing population of the state's wards, the in- 
stitution is doing a work that justifies wholly adequate 
financial provision at the hands of the Indiana'lcgislature.

•way toward the establishment of a 
farm for paroled and discharged con- 
victs, to be known as the Bernard Farm 
Movement. 
The work is 
being 
done 


through contributions from the pubic, 
but she hopes to interest the state in 
the plan when it is put upon its feet. 


Her plan, and it is a worthy one, pro- 


vides for the founding of a home for 
former convicts, who may be put oil the 
road to self-support and in this way 
be reclaimed from a further career in 
crime. As a genera rule convicts leave 
the prison outcasts and penniless to all 
intents. They have no hope and usually 
have difficulty in 
securing 
the most 


menial labor. As a result they find their 
•way back into crime. They find that 
they have to steal and rob in order to 
live. The Oklahoma charity -worker rec- 
'ognizet this and hopes to give them a 
start anew. 


Under her plan the farm will consist 


of 340 acres of land, upon which will 
be erected model cottages in charge of 
a man and his wife, to be known as 
"Father" and "Mother" of the house. 
Each house will accommodate six men. 
They -will be employed on the farm and 
paid at the r»te Of SI a. day for their 
services, «Mh to remain <m the farm us 
loflf «8 a year. 


Provisions have been made for forty 


men. wid the proposed charter is broad 
enough to make prbvision for the help-

. Berlin, Dec. 4.-^-The Christmas gift of 
science to the world is a cure for tuber- 
culosis. 


Dr. Frederick Franz Friedman of Ber- 


lin is the donor. 
* 


Two weeks ago Friedman astounded 


German physicians by declaring in a 
public conference, that he had success- 
fully treated tuberculosis for the last 
two years and that now he has nearly 
six hundred cures to display to sci- 
entists. He exhibited 
a 
considerable 


number of cured patients to the confer-

' Many of the most scientific Germans 
admit Friedman has discovered the lone 
sought cure. 
Several hospitals in Ger- 


many are now turning, their tuberculosis 
cases over to him. 


Scientists from America, Australia, 


England-and other corners of the earth 
are hurrying to Berlin to investigate. 
Appeals for treatment by letter and tele- 
gram overwhelm the young doctor. 


I spent ten hours in three visits with 


Dr. Friedman. He showed me actual 
cases of cures. It was impossible for me 
to doubt. 


"My /treatment is very simple," the 


doctor told; me. "It is a* serum. 
One 


injection usually drives all signs of tu- 
berculosis germs from the system. 
I 


have lived in .a world of astonishment- 
for more than a year.

Many scientists of Germany 
have been experimenting with cultures 
from turtles, but I have found the right 
one. 


"I have produced enough of the cul- 
ure to supply the world for all time, 
or the germs multiply very rapidly. 


"I have treated over a thousand cases 


and have- not lost one, except in in- 
tances where vitality was so low that 
nothing could save the patient.

can rights over the cable. Beprcse'nta- 
;ives of rcveral American interests will 
shortly be in Berlin to lay offers before 
the doctor personally, and the chances 
are that the cure will be in the United 
States within a few months. 


Dr. Friedman is desperately anxious 


to have the serum distributed over the 
world as soon as possible. 


"Does it take long to produce this 


serum?" I- asked him. 


"No. From a small vial of the germs 


enough could he produced in tha United 
States -within two weeks to supply a 
million patients with one dose each. In 
many cases one dose .alone cures, though 
I have used three or four." ' 


"Is the treatment expensive"! 
"No, it costs considerably less than 


a dollar per dose to manufacture." 


"Can physicians administer the serum 


without special instructions?" 


"It would be better for two or three 


American physicians to come over here 
to receive instructions from me regard- 
ing the principles of the trea-tmet." 


"How long has it taken you to cure 


average cases of pulmonary tubercu- 
losis 2" 


"A few weeks at most. The Mrum 


seems to kill all the tuberculosis germs 
within the body within a very short 
space of

culosis, because he has no hospital ac- 
comodations for bed-ridden patients in 
Berlin. 


His -mail conies in basket loads. I saw 


many letters bearing American stamps. 
As I send this message several, thousand 
cases are on the way to Berlin. 


Dr. Friedman is 36, a graduate of Ger- 


man medical.school and unmarried.- He 
was born and has always lived in Ber- 
lin. He is highly respected by German 
physicians and scientists. He has writ- 
ten many scientific articles on tubercu- 
losis and has long been considered one 
of the leading authorities on the sub- 
ject in Europe. H« began seeking a tu- 


berculosis cure when in school ten years 
ago and has been at it ever since. H« 
received several prizes in German schools 
for research work on the theme of tu- 
berculosis. He has spent much, time in 
studying tuberculosis in every'quarter 
of the globe except America. He comes 
Of a fairly wealthy family and i» well 
known socially. 


His greatest hope is to have an op- 


portunity to give his cure to the bov 
czarevitch of Russia, who has tubercu- 
osis and whose knee is swollen to largo 
proportions. 
The doctor took me to * 


slum flat in Berlin and showed me a 
little girl who, seven weeks before, had 
been chair ridden, unable to walk, with 
a knee swollen to seven inches In di- 
•aineter aimilar to th czarevitch's. 


"Sh« used to scream with pain when 


we touched her leg," said the mother. 
I saw tears come into the doctor's eye» 
as the little girl ran across the room to 
show that she was quite well. 
Both . 


knees were normal. 


"In seven weeks every tuberculosis 


germ m her body had been killed," said 
Dr. Friedman. "A few weeks ago on* 
drop of her blood would have killed a 
guinea pig; now her blood is perfectly 
normal. I gave her only one injection 
and. I shall give her only one more and - 
she will be perfectly well." 


I saw and conversed with, many pa- 


tients

ombine the two qualifications of voice 
ml aptitude for character delineation, 
'he perfect vocal organ responds readily 
o the requirements of execution; it 
ives pleasure because it is beautiful, 
•lit. it cannot stir the emotions of the 
istener unless it is accompanied by dra- 
matic interpretation which calls forth 
hat subtle something we call tempera- 
ment. 


This whole question of temperament 


may be resolved into a single ilelinition 
—it is a gift, a combination of mental 


ml physical qualities that can be neither

Admitting that-a woman and, of course,

mint of view) is tiie possessor of equal 
voice and temperament, she may be eer-

The average woman is an actress in 
the rough.

nnd you will perceive the dominating 
influence of the innate feminine dramatic 
temperament. 


The lyric actress recognizes that in 


her possession of a voice, which must 
be aa full in evidence as her acting, she 
is chained to a bar of music. Her emo- 
tional roles are held in check by the 
i>uton if the musical conductor. The 
nperatic artist displays her talents under 
the .burden of a thousand wearisome re- 
strictions. Her temperament—her price- 
less gift—is imprisoned as is a bird in a 
cage. If she has to sing but two words, 
like "Je t'aime," the vagaries of her 
mood, the inspiration of a sympathetic 
audience, count as nothing to her in the 
face of the fact that a bar of music 
has just so many bents. 
She Is the 


slave of the composer first, then of the 
orchestral leader. 
She must curbi her 


impulses and remember to love "in good 
time." 


The actress is hampered by none of 


these restrictions. Her art is as broad 
as infinity. 
She is the strong-winged 


eagle soaring to illimitable heights; the 
singer is the toiling climber among the 
crags. Many, many times I have said: 
"I will sing no more. I will act." But 
when one has a voice, one must use it. 
It was once suggested; to me that with- 
out doubt it was a wise providence that 
decreed my temperament should -be held 
in check by the immovable laws of lyric 
interpretation, and .that .without this re- 
straint I should have long ago succumbed 
to the violence of my own emotions. 


From the_ beginning1 of my career, 


when I had a new role t? study, I de- 
claimed the part as though I were to act 
it. Its vocalization was always a sec- 
ondary consideration. I wanted to be 
an actress, but a stronger purpose than 
my will urged me to another destiny.

Ryan denied the charge, hut admitted 
the union paid several thousand dol- 
lars to O'Donnell, employed lawyers in 
his behalf and conducted a .correspond- 
ence "to steal a march on them when 
O'Donnell got out on the first charge."' 


"Why were you and Webb so anxious 


to have O'Donnell escape and why did' 
Tou use so much of the union's funds to 
help him when the union treasury was 
impoverished!" asked Mr. Miller. 


"We felt he • was being persecuted. 


That waa all," answered Ryan. The 
witness also said J.'.J. McNamara, now- 
ill prison as a dynamiter, helped in 
O'Donnel's case. As head of the Iron 


• Workers' union Ryan was questioned 


whether he sanctioned violence which 
the government alleged preceded dyna- 
miting campaigns in labor disputes. 


"When you .learned through letters 


that Philip A. Cooler had knocked a 
man down in New Orleans so that the 
man had to have a silver plate put in 
his bead did you take any steps to have 
Cooley _removed as a member of the 
union's'executive board?" asked the dis- 
trict .attorney.

AT FIRST DENIED IT 


Akron, Ohio, Dec. 4—Before Prose- 


euting Attorney Frank J. Bockwell, 
Sheriff Ferguson and Chief of Police H. 
E. Eby, of Barberton, Harvay Shan- 
ovrwr broke down and confessed that he 
had strangled .to death 
his pretty 


twenty-three-year-old wife, Edna Hai- 
grave Shanower, Monday night. Fre- 
quent quarrels with his wife, he said, 
had destroyed his happiness, and he' 
killed her, intending also to take his 
own life. 


When her body was found in their 


home at Barberton by her father and 
police, search for Shanower was started. 
He was found yesterday morning at the 
home of his mother, Mrs. Melissa •Shan- 
ower, in Massillon, and declared his in- 
nocence. He said that ho had left his 
wife lying on tha bed at their home 
and had gone to the depot. His train 
was late, and he went back to talk to 
•his wife, he said, later taking the train 
for his mother's home. 


In his confession last night bo said 


that before his first trip to the depot 
he had ohoked his wife to death. When 
he missed his train he came back to 
their home and arranged everything- in | 
the room, where his wife lay "and then 
went back to the depot. 


Coroner R. p. Kendig, at Burberton, 


gave his rcrdict of death by strangu- 
lation and ordered that Shanower be, 
held for murder.

In Shanowers pockets was found a i 


letter to his brother, Clarence, direct- 
ing him to straighten up his business 
and household affairs and ask,forgive- 
ness "for all the trouble I have and am 
about to cause." 


When arrested, he declared his inten- 


tion of killing himself, but no .weapons 
were found on him, although a close 
watch will be kept on him nt the coun- 
ty jail,_ where he is lodged, held to the 
grand jury without bail for murder in 
the first degree. ,r 


"She was determined to leave me," 


his letter said, "and the more I thought 
of ft made mo mad.' I could not think 
of being without her."

She was jealo.us 
of me and would have made my life un- 
happy. 


The shooting followed a conference of 


Mrs. Lang with a woman friend, also 
a wedding guest, who had repeated the 
reported remarks of Mrs. Cople..

Lang went to the home of her.father, 
told him the story and telephoned for 
the police.

To her husband and Prosecu- 
tor Fansler she discussed the tragedy 
calmly, declaring that her viplent tem- 
per was responsible. 


"Joe, this is a sad honeymoon for usr 
isn't it?" she said, throwing her arms 
around her husband's neck, who sat on 
the bench beside her. "Just when I 
thought I would know.the first happi- 
ness I have known since I was a little 
girl, I bring this fatal, trouble on my- 
self. I am to be separated'from you al- 
most at the alt&r,.but J"intend to throw 
myself on the mercy of the court.
